I had the pleasure of 
seeing these once under the guidance of 
Wm. Tait, that fine old Scot whose service 
began under Queen Victoria; and the reason 


given as to why no Aberdeen-Angus were © 
kept there was that a fine herd was aiready | 


owned by Her Majesty (and continued by 
King Edward VII and the late King ‘‘eorge 
V) at Abergeldie in Scotland. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that this herd is still maintained 
in the North, it now appears that the blacks 
are to be given a place also at Windsor 
alongside the other breeds maintained. This, 
of course, constitutes an additional recogni- 
tion of the Aberdeen-Angus that will be 
most gratifying to “doddy” breeders in all 


countries where pure-bred cattle are appre- | |

ciated. 

Fat bullocks are shown at Birmingham 
and London each year from Windsor, and 
in order that cross-bred beasts might be 
made up along with the Hereford, Short- 
horn and Devon steers, permission was giv- 
en some time ago for the purchase of black 
polled bulls to be used for that purpose.

From time to time as opportunity has 
presented itself to add one or two or even 
more outstanding things with substantial 
back ground, the addition has been made. I 
could not help but take an extra look at the 
great females so recently purchased from 
Strathmore as they were there mingled with 
the older members of the herd. Seemed like 
every one of them looked better than ever 
before—they represent the very best efforts 
of both McHenry and the Eschers—and fill 
their place in the Kershaw herd splendidly. 

At the barns and yards, the sale cattle 
had been corralled for inspection. Here 
again our eyes met a splendid surprise. The 
mature cows that were to be included in the 
sale were yarded by themselves, having 
been selected for this sale quite some time 
ago, because of their excellent individuality, 
their breeding, and the attraction that cows 
of this sort with calves at foot or right at 
calving should prove to be sale day.

The great lot of young heifers to be 
sold were in another yard, held there until 
we should have a look and then be turned 
to grass also.

In the land where the Herefords have not 
only been dominating the ranges but also 
the show rings, an Aberdeen-Angus steer 
upset all predicted dope and won the most 
coveted prize of all at the Oklahoma City 
Show and Sale during the week of March 
21 to 26. 

Wayne Thorndyke, 4-H Club member from 
Lambert, Oklahoma, Alfalfa County, won 
the grand championship of the show with 
his senior Aberdeen-Angus steer. Wayne 
has been in club work for 5 years and re- 
cently was presented the “News” trophy at 
Enid for outstanding achievement and rec- 
ord work in 4-H Club live stock projects. 
Boys from twenty-two counties were com- 
petitors for this trophy. Wayne feeds four 
calves each year, has often had breed cham- 
pion or reserve champion, but has never be- 
fore shown a grand champion. This steer, 
by the way, is the first Aberdeen-Angus 
steer young Thorndyke has ever shown, but 
he says that it certainly won’t be the last 
one. 

This same steer was champion at Enid 
the week previous and was bred by Mr. 
B. F. Breyfogle, of Garden City, Kansas. 
Wayne purchased him at the auction held 
at the Wichita show last winter. 

The Oklahoma City show is one of the 
largest club shows held in the U. S., 1500 
head of fat live stock were exhibited. There 
were 385 head of steers in the show. A few 
of the winnings in the F. F. A. Division 
were:

The steers were sold at auction on Fri- 
day morning. The champion steer going to 
Phillips 66 Petroleum Co., Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, for 66c per pound. The bulk of 
the remaining steers averaged around 12c. 

Professor W. L. Blizzard, Oklahoma A. 
& M. College, was judge of the entire steer 
show. He made the following comment about 
the show, “This was the best show ever 
held here. The quality as a whole was much 
improved over former years.” 

The sale of Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cattle held on Monday was considered a suc- 
cess by all Aberdeen-Angus breeders. This 
was the first consignment sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle held in Oklahoma. 
None of the animals had been fitted and 
only two or three were over one year of age. 

The top bull of the sale was Blackcap 
Eric of Sunbeam 526086, by Eroica of St. 
Albans 449552, calved August 16, 1936 and 
consigned by Judge S. C. Fullerton, Miami, 
Oklahoma, and was purchased by William 
J. Davidson of Ardmore, Oklahoma, for 
$195,00. The top female was D. Lacy Mas- 
ter 528575 by Master Page 484244, calved 
May 1, 1937, consigned by the Oklahoma 
A. & M. College, Stillwater, Oklahoma, and 
purchased by J. F. Pfeiffer, 
Orlando, Oklahoma, for $150.- 
00. The average of 31 head 


was $101.25. The top five 
head made an average of 
$162.00 while the top ten av- 
eraged $134.75. 

One very encouraging thing 
about the sale was that six- 
teen different buyers were 
represented and not one of 
the animals sold was purchas- 
ed to go out of the state. This 
should result in new breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
the State of Oklahoma. 

Immediately after the sale, 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of Oklahoma met in the Live 
Stock Exchange Building and 
organized the Oklahoma Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation and decided to make 
the pure-bred sale an annual 
event.

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™ ‘Rosemere ‘Romance 


Should be an Inspiration to American Farm-bred Youth 


By Alvin H. Sanders 


The story of Otto V. Battles is certainly 
one that should interest every farm boy in 
the land who aspires to make good in ani- 
mal husbandry. I had occasion to dig into 
it in a broad general way while engaged a 
few years ago in as- 
sembling data for my 
“History of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle.” My in- 
terest in the tale of 
how this Jackson Coun- 
ty, Iowa, lad rose from 
obscurity to fame in 
the black cattle busi- 
ness has again been 
aroused by the an- 
nouncement of an event 
that will appeal to all 
Aberdeen-Angus Amer- 
ica in June. I have been 
an observer of the 
progress of the pure 
bred cattle trade in the 
United States, now for a good few years. 
It has been my privilege to know most of 
those who have really made history in this 
field in our country. I have seen the com- 
ing and the going of many well known per- 
sonages as the grand parade has passed on 
its way. That canny old Scotch philosopher 
Thomas Carlyle once wrote: 


“The history of what man has accomp- 
lished in this world is, at bottom, the his- 
tory of the great men who 
have worked here. They were 
the leaders of men, these 
great ones; the modelers, pat- 
terns, and, in a wider sense, 
the creators of whatsoever the 
general mass of men contriv- 
ed to do or to attain.” 

A study of the origin, devel- 
opment and improvement of our 
modern breeds of domestic ani- 
mals will reveal that a compar- 
atively few men of real genius 
have, in each case, to be credit- 
ed with building the bridge of 
progress over which their fol- 
lowers have since crossed with 
profit to themselves and benefit 
to the public. We have only to 
recall such names as Watson, 
McCombie, Grant of Ballindal- 
loch, Gov. Simpson, Wallace Es- 
till, W. A. McHenry and B. R. 
Pierce to realize how much the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders of the 
present really owe to those who in their day 
assumed leadership in this particular field. 
Viewed in the light of actual accomplish- 
ment, it seems to me, that the historians of 
the future are bound to recognize in Otto 
Battles one of the foremost of our modern 
uphol’'ers of the Aberdeen-Angus faith. It 
is all right to send roses to a good man’s 
funeri, but a few flowers to deserving ones 
while still in our midst seem quite in order 
also. At least I feel that way about it. I 
am nec going to say anything here in detail 
about the Rosemere cattle themselves. We 
may ell leave that to Mr. Hahne and his 
able s aff. I wish rather to speak briefly 
of the man in the case, and the value of his 
*xam}e to the youth of our time; many of 
whom no doubt cherish ambitions to make 
names for themselves as constructive forces 
Ma »rofession that truly challenges the 
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OTFTTEG@ V. 


— best of which human beings are cap- 
able. 

We first find the boy left fatherless at 
thirteen years of age. The mother carried 
on the farm, with the son taking a deep in- 
terest in everything going on about the 
place; and at twenty-one he leased the farm 
to be operated on his own account. He had 
already shown an interest in black polled 
cattle and two years before making his 
lease had induced her to purchase two pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cows. As soon as he 
found himself “upon his own’, he decided 
to start a black herd. Before beginning 
however he undertook a careful survey of 
the breeding situation as it then existed, 
and made one great discovery to wit: the 
outstanding character as a sire of Mr. 
Pierce’s Black Woodlawn. Richly-bred and 
individually great, that bull and his get 
struck this young Iowan as the one best bet 
of that period. A good many other people 
however had already arrived at a similar 
conclusion, so when it came to acquiring the 
blood he found it easier to seek than to get. 
Still he knew what he wanted and did not 
rest until he got it. He prevailed upon Pat 
Donohoe to sell two heifers and a young 
bull of Black Woodlawn parentage. Mean- 
time Mr. Donohoe had been developing a 
sensational son of the Pierce bull, named 
Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, which he showed at 
the International of 1906; and after he had 
won the junior champion- 
ship at Chicago, Otto Bat- 
tles bought him; and in 
this wise choice of a stock 
bull is found the real 
foundation of the present 
big Congdon & Battles 
herd. In 1907 a show herd 
was placed on the road 
with Thick Set 2d at the 
head. In 1908 another 
Black Woodlawn bull was 
bought — Oakville Quiet 
Lad and he was the win- 
ner in his class that year 
all the way round. Breed- 
ing cows of top quality 
had meantime been ob- 
tained from the Donohoes, 
McHenry and E. T. Davis, 
and so the great adven- 
ture was squarely launch- 
ed. In 1916, by which time 
the herd had grown to 
large proportions, oppor- 
tunity came to form a partnership with 
Chester A. Congdon, of Duluth, who owned 
a big tract of land at Yakima in the state 
of Washington, and the herd was transfer- 
red from Iowa to a Pacific Coast location, 
where it has since become a mighty factor 
in Aberdeen-Angus expansion in the far 
West. For a long series of years now the 
Rosemere show herds have toured the big 
circuits of the continent, under Mr. Battles 
personal direction; and it is probable that a 
world’s record is held for number of first 
and championship prizes won. The Jackson 
county farm boy has made good. His abil- 
ity, modesty and pleasing personality, has 
brought to his door International fame; am- 
ple proof of which is found in the fact that 
some years ago, upon formal invitation ex- 
tended by Scottish officials, Mr. Battles 
went over-seas to serve as a judge at the

great Perth show and sale, where around 
800 pure bred Aberdeen-Angus are annually 
entered. I am not sure that any other 
American breeder has ever been thus hon- 
ored. The nearest approach to it, as I re- 
call the record, was when “Gus” Judy who 
was visiting in Scotland, was asked to judge 
at the Highland. “Gus” has of course a 
mighty good right to be very proud of that, 
because I knew, from personal experience, 
how “clannish” are the officials who com- 
monly serve the organization sponsoring 
that show. 

A book could be written about Otto Bat- 
tles. I would really enjoy writing it. This 
is only a start, but I am reminded by ye 
editors that I have already used up all the 
space they can give me in this issue of the 
“Journal”. So we “sign off”. See you at 
the sale—maybe.

Our Boys and Girls 
A short time ago I received a letter from 
Merle Saxe, the Aberdeen-Angus Journal’s 
Southwestern Fieldman, located at College 
Station, Texas. Merle had been attending 
the shows and sales in his home state, and 
wrote that there was a decided increase 
toward pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
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that territory and that the supply could not 
begin to meet the demand. 

All the letters received from the breeders 
in the Western section carry the same word- 
ing, “Sold all my younger bulls, and could 
have sold every heifer on the place, had I 
cared to do so. Could have sold twice as 
many bulls.” 

Shortly after the Wisconsin sale, where 
I met William (Bill) Barton, the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association’s 
new fieldman, Bill handed me a marked 
copy of the Oklahoma catalog and we had 
quite a talk about the sale and the possi- 
bilities for promotional work now open in 
that territory. One thing struck me right 
between the eyes, as it also will every one 
of the older breeders who read this article. 
Bill said that the younger boys, members 
of 4-H and Future Farmers clubs sat at 
the ringside and bid on cattle, they wanted 
heifers and bulls both to show and to use 
in the production of their future steer crops. 
They knew that steers could be raised much 
cheaper than they could be bought and they 
have been taught to buy their own females 
and start a small herd to supply their de- 
mands. 

Bill and I were agreed that if some way 
could be found to collect young bulls and 
heifers and take them to some western 
point between Oklahoma and Texas no dif: 
ficulty would be met in selling them. We 
meant the average run of calves, not the 
tops and certainly not the tail ends from 
any herd. The boys know the value of the 
Blacks, their records at the shows, and the 
premium that they always bring when sold. 

This condition exists in more than the 
Western states, for last fall when Gay and 
I drove to Louisville, Kentucky, for the 
stock show, we could not help but overhear 
many of the boys’ remarks on the steers. 
They liked the Aberdeen-Angus steers, for 
when a whole county group was composed 
of black cattle they looked more even and 
typy than did those county groups that con- 
tained members of the various beef breeds. 
Even when a mixed group was made up of 
the best Aberdeen-Angus, Herefords and 
Shorthorns they were not as uniform as the 
groups made up of all Aberdeen-Angus 
steers. Many of the boys were overheard 
to remark that they would like to show an 
Aberdeen-Angus next year, or if they had 
one they were determined to have a better 
one to show this next fall. 


Some of the best known feeders of cat- 
tle would like to feed nothing but Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, but find them hard to get. 
They will be able to purchase two or three 
carloads, and then are forced to take on 
some other breed to fill their lots. They just 
can’t afford to go out and buy the balance 
in small bunches over a large territory. 

Not every one, but a part of the 4-H 
Club Boys and Future Farmers will turn to 
breeding cattle. They will be divided be- 
tween the beef breeds. These youngsters 
have an advantage over most of the older 
breeders who had to learn for themselves 
all about feeding and judging live stock. 
These boys are being trained to do all these 
things beforehand, and many of them are 
better versed in judging, showing and feed- 
ing than many of the older breeders. Some 
of these boys are already members of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and I could point to several well 
known and already successful breeders who 
started as 4-H members. 

Even now a part of the increase in the 
activity of the Association is due to this 
factor. Part of the 16% increase over 1936 
and of the 7212% increase in activity in the 
past five years is due to the Club boys 


along with the other new breeders joining 
our Association. 

It may be that this article sounds like 
nothing but praise for the younger mem- 
bers of the Association and the 4-H and 
Future Farmer organizations, and well jt 
should. They have made a record in the past 
and are reaching new heights each yeay, 
Every breeder looks with pride to the boys 
their own sons, and the cattle they have 
fitted and shown. Let credit be given to 
those that deserve it, and remember the 
scarcity of good Aberdeen-Angus steers and 
heifers. The next time one of these boys 
comes to your herd in search of an anima] 
that he will be proud to lead into the show 
ring, help him choose one of the very best 
so you will be proud of his record, too,—

Bull, Lot 1, in the catalog proved the top 
of that section, going to F. W. Lemon, of 
Congerville, Illinois, at $650.00, which was 
the second top in the sale. This was the 
coming five year old show and breeding 
bull, Burgess Marshall B. 471284, a son of 
the famous old cow Imp. Maid of Bummers. 
He was sired by the International grand 
champion Envious Marshall 3d 438496. The 
second high bull, Black Friar M. 519570, a 
yearling son of Burgess Marshall B. and out 
of an intensely Earl Marshall bred daugh- 
ter of Beau of St. Albans, found a new 
home with John K. Martin & Son, of Troy, 
Ohio, at even $400.00 

The top of the sale was found when Clar- 
ence I. Quintal, purchased Anoka Barbara 
2d 519562 at $800.00 for his Clarquin Acres 
herd at Jacksonville, Illinois. This beauti- 
fully bred McHenry Barbara coming two 
year old heifer is sired by Burgess Marshall 
B. and has for dam, the splendid cow, Bar- 
bara M. of Anoka whose sire is Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page and whose dam, Barbara 
McHenry E. is by the good breeding bull 
Queenmere 32d, while the third and fourth 
dams are both daughters of old Earl Mar- 
shall. Mr. Quintal made several other very 
choice selections for his rapidly growing 
Illinois herd which certainly is destined to 
be one of outstanding quality cattle.

Thursday, March 24, was the date of the 
Breeders’ Sale held at Springfield, Illinois. 

The sale was, quite frankly, disappoint- 
ing both to the consignors and to the buy- 
ers. Prices realized were not as good as 
they should have been, buyers were seem- 
ingly hesitant about purchasing the cattle. 

In all fairness to E. E. Irwin, sale man- 
ager, we must admit that he has managed 
a number of much better sales at Spring- 
field. The reasons for this sale being not 
up to the standard set at Springfield in 
former events and comparative to other 
recent sales are many. 

With but one object in mind, that of be- 
ing of better service to the Illinois breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle who consigned 
to this sale, or who may plan to consign 
cattle to one or another of future auction 
sales, we offer a few suggestions. 

The results of the sale will bear out quite 
well the following statements. First, anv 
one present will agree that the cattle were 
of good type, but they were not in condition 
for sale. Any breeder present might well 
have bought a number of them and carted 
them home, fed them a few weeks and then 
marketed them at a very satisfactory prof- 
it. In other words, the cattle were not at- 
tractive to the purchaser. I have seen many 
breeders buy cattle at auction, and only in 
one or two instances do I recall breeders 
buying thin cattle, cattle that are not in an 
attractive condition. 

The most inspiring feature of the whole 
auction was the sale of the cattle consigned 
by Lawrence Wilson, and all of these sold 
at a very fair price, a price that would have 
been increased a lot had the other cattle 
been comparatively good. Those consigned 
by George Wilson at Springfield, too, sold 
at a reasonable figure. 

The State of Illinois has many of the 
best herds in the land, the section near 
Springfield has for many years been well 
and favorably advertised through the 
show herd of J. Garrett Tolan and we can- 
not recall any time when Mr. Tolan sold 
at auction when his cattle were not dressed 
for the occasion. 

A few weeks of the right care, a little 
more feed, and a spirit of co-operation, get- 
ting the cattle there on time, seeing that 
they are as attractive as is possible and 
the sale at Springfield would be a much 
different story. 

Breeders cannot expect a sale manager 
to do the work on the cattle, cannot expect 
to realize a profit unless they pay a little 
more attention to the business at hand. We 
hope that many more sales will be held at 
Springfield, but we hope they will be held 
with cattle in better condition, combed and 
cleaned to appear at their best. 

I saw buyers at the sale who drove from 
one-hundred fifty to two hundred miles to 
buy some cattle, but after spending the 
morning looking around decided against 
purchasing any cattle. I can see no reason 
except lack of condition. The breeding on 
many of these cattle was as favorable as 
one could secure, the breeders are an hon- 
est group of men, and they know cattle. 
We would suggest that another sale be 
planned for Springfield either next fall or 
a year from now. But make it a real pro- 
motional event, select the cattle and get 
them ready, and your results will amaze 
and please you, and will react to more and

better private treaty sales of your cattle 
at home. 

The exact average on the sale was about 
a hundred dollars, with a few lots selling 
under that figure. No high prices were evi- 
denced, and even despite the seeming lack of 
interest, the cattle brought a price equal to 
what could be expected. The cattle selling at 
$100.00 or better are listed below. Col. W.

S.W. Wisconsin Sale 


How good it is to give credit where cred- 
it is due, and for once, I will write about 
a sale that although it did not break any 
records, was a triumph for all concerned. 


The breeders of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in Wisconsin are working under 
more than one handicap. First they are lo- 
cated in a dairy state, and the bulis sold to 
the dairy men are used for crossing on dairy 
cows, and the prices paid for bulls to do this 
work is not high. Second, the Southwestern 
section of the state is not what an Iowan 
would call good crop land, though it might 
appear so to a native of that territory, it 
is very hilly and cut up, not a lot of tillable 
land in any one field in comparison with 
farms in Iowa and Illinois that support 
many head of live stock. Then too, they 
must depend on the local farmers, and 
breeders to the south, where many pure 
bred auctions are held each year, to buy 
their breeding cattle, but despite all this 
they determined to hold a sale, and hold it 
they did. 

Cattle were led into the ring that would 
have brought double the money if they were 
in an auction in any other locality. They 
were sold at low prices and the breeders 
were greatly perturbed at the fact. The 
day chosen for the sale was as nice a day 
as could be picked, in fact, it was too nice 
as the local support stayed at home to sow 
their oats instead of attending the sale. It 
is needless to say that shortly after the 
sale closed it started to rain and rained all 
night long. The kind of a rain that means 
so much toward local support if it comes 
the day before the sale. 


Bill Cooper cried the sale, and while the 
sledding was tough he got the cattle sold 
in less than three hours, the sale starting 
at two o’clock instead of the usual one 
o’clock starting time. Several of the local 
boys drifted in during the sale and took 
some of the cattle home with them. Most 
of the cattle stayed in the state. A fe. were 
sold to buyers from Iowa and Illino’s. 


It took plenty of nerve to go ahead and 
plan a sale under these conditions, ht this 
was done and in the future things should 
not be so hard on these breeders. The cat- 
tle in their herds are from establish» fam- 
ilies, and the most of the herds ha been 
established for a long time, but the «tivity 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle has be slow 


in that territory, due to the fact the near- 
ly every herd is kept for dairy purpe:<s and 
not for beef.

Final arrangements have been made for 
the twenty-sixth annual cattle feeders’ 
meeting at Kansas State College, Manhat- 
tan, Kansas, Saturday, May 7, according to 
Dr. C. W. McCampbell, head of the depart- 
ment of animal husbandry. 

Visitors will have an opportunity to in- 
spect 100 experimental cattle and other live- 
stock from 8 to 10 a. m. The speaking pro- 
gram will start at 10 a. m. with Mr. J. W. 
Greenleaf, president of the Kansas Live- 
stock Association, presiding. Dr. F. D. Far- 
rell, president of Kansas State College, will 
welcome the visitors. 


A special feature of the program is two 
timely talks—one in the morning by Mr. 
D. L. Mullendore, president of the Produc- 
tion Credit Corporation of Wichita, on 
“Short Term Credit and its Relationship to 
Production Credit”; and one in the after- 
noon by Dr. W. E. Grimes of Kansas State 
College on “The Immediate and Future Out- 
look for Beef Cattle”. 


Grass will be in the spotlight when re- 
ports and conclusions based upon results se- 
cured by the Kansas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station are presented during the 
morning session. Dr. A. E. Aldous of the 
College will make suggestions for pasture 
improvement; and Dr. C. W. McCampbell 
will report upon twelve years’ experimenta- 
tion on methods of utilization of grass in 
fattening yearling steers for market.

Top female, Fos- 
ter’s Queen, calved June 28, 1935, consigned 
by Victor J. Meyers, of Harrisonburg, Vir- 
ginia, sold for $200.00 to J. D. Myers, of 
Harrisonburg, Virginia.

The B. F. Shriver Company of Westmin- 
ster is one of Maryland’s largest growers 
and canners of sweet corn, peas, beans, etc. 
Tremendous quantities of sweet corn husks 
and pea vines accumulate from the canner- 
ies and this makes excellent cattle feed. 
For years these by-products have been fed 
to steers, several hundred being fed out 
each year. 

Mr. James M. Shriver, President of the 
Company and in direct charge of all its op- 
erations, is a keen business man and always 
on the outlook for better ways of doing 
things. On his various farms are grass 
areas not adapted to intensive cultivation 
necessary for canning crops. The cannery 
by-products, while good feed for steers, 
might have more value as feed for cows 
from which to produce his own feeder 
steers.

He had no intention of going into the 
pure bred beef cattle business. His main 
objective is to produce calves for his feed 
lots.

The question of 
breed was easy—Aberdeen-Angus, of course. 
The question of whether it would be pure 
breds or grades was given serious consid- 
eration. He decided on pure breds and went 
to Andelot Stock Farms of Worton, Mary- 
land for his foundation herd. ; 

Twenty-four big thick heifers were deliv- 
ered last week. These are coming two year 
olds and will be mated to an outstanding 
good bull. This herd will have to stand 
strictly on its merits and will have to pay 
its way. The females'are the right type 
with worlds of good blood behind them. The 
bull is outstanding.

Maryland. 
Another New Maryland Herd : 

Maryland breeders are welcoming its 
newest breeder into its ranks. Donald H. 
Sherwood of Baltimore County is that new 
breeder.

This group will be 
the nucleus of the Sherwood herd. 

Maryland 
Winter Rations For Stock Cattle 

Prof. C. W. McCampbell, head of the de- 
partment of animal husbandry, Kansas State 
College of Agriculture, Manhattan, gives us 
the following report concerning the compar- 
ative values of eight protein supplements 
in winter rations for stock cattle. 

The major constituents of a satisfactory 
live stock ration are protein, carbohydrates, 
fats, minerals, and vitamins. 


For MONTH of MAY, 1938 


Protein which is the constituent under 
consideration in this discussion is a complex 
substance consisting of many amino acids. 
Up to the present time twenty-two have 
been identified. Some of the amino acids 
are classified as “essential” because the an- 
imal body cannot create them. Others are 
classified as “non-essential” because the an- 
imal body can create them. The amounts of 
the different amino acids vary greatly in 
proteins from different sources, hence the 
variation in feeding value in equal amounts 
of different protein supplemental feeds. 

A large portion of the muscles, internal 
organs, nerves, skin, hair and living bone 
consists of protein. Furthermore, protein 
stimulates the appetite and increases the 
digestibility of certain other constituents of 
feeds. It is obvious, therefore, that it is 
highly important that enough protein con- 
taining the essential amino acids be includ- 
ed in rations to insure proper development 
and thrift in young animals, and to main- 
tain many different parts of the body of 
mature animals. 

Protein is also the constituent in which 
live stock rations are most likely to be de- 
ficient and since feeds containing large 
amounts of protein are usually much high- 
er in price than other feeds there is a tend- 
ency to feed rations that do not contain 
enough protein to secure maximum thrift 
and gain at minimum cost per unit of gain. 
Experiments at this as well as other sta- 
tions have shown that stock cattle cannot 
eat enough of the different roughages, ex- 
cept good quality legume hays, to provide 
enough protein to produce satisfactory 
weight gains. They have also shown that 
such roughages as fodder or silage when 
supplemented with one pound of cottonseed 
meal or cake per head daily do produce sat- 
isfactory weight gains. 

There are, however, feeds other than cot- 
tonseed meal or cake rich in protein that 
are available for live stock feeding pur- 
poses. Since chemical analyses alone can- 
not be depended upon as an absolute meas- 
ure of the value of feeds, and since it was 
not definitely known how stock cattle would 
react to some of these other protein feeds, 
the Fort Hays branch of the Kansas Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station inaugurated a 
series of tests during the winter of 1935- 
36 for the purpose of securing more infor- 
mation relative to the comparative values 
of eight different high protein feeds in 
stock cattle winter rations the basis of 
which is silage. These eight different high 
protein feeds were cottonseed meal, linseed 
meal, soybean oil meal, peanut oil meal, 
corn gluten meal, tankage, wheat bran, and 
alfalfa hay. 


It was planned to conduct a series of three 
successive tests with calves and three with 
yearlings. Each lot would consist of five 
steers and five heifers raised at the Kansas 
Station. Each year each lot would receive 
the same kind and quality of silage making 
the protein supplement the only variable 
in the rations fed. 

The three tests involving the use of calves 
were completed this year. The three tests 
involving the use of yeariings will be com- 
pleted next year. 

A summarization of the more important 
a of the three tests with calves fol- 
ows: 


The rations fed each winter, while this 
experiment was in progress, consisted of 
sorghum silage and a protein supplement, 

Early Sumac cane silage was fed the first 
winter and Atlas Sorgo the second aid third 
winters. Each year the crops used for silage 
matured but did not produce grain. 

Each year wheat bran fed at the rate of 
3 pounds per head daily produced more gain 
than ground alfalfa hay fed at the rate of 
4 pounds per head daily. 

Both wheat bran fed at the rate of 3 
pounds per head daily and ground alfalfa 
hay fed at the rate of 4 pounds per head 
daily produced more gain than each of the 
protein supplements fed at the rate of 1 
pound per head daily. 

Despite the fact that the average price 
of wheat bran and of ground alfalfa hay 
was abnormally high during the period of 
these tests, compared to the price of the 
other protein supplements fed, the cost of 
gain was lowest in the lots fed wheat bran 
and nearly as low as any in the lots fed 
ground alfalfa hay. 

The results of this experiment emphasize 
the value of wheat bran and ground alfalfa 
hay, particularly the former, as protein sup- 
plements in winter rations for stock calves. 

Each year’s rank of the protein supple- 
ments fed at the rate of one pound per head 
daily was: Corn gluten meal—second the 
first year, second the second year, and first 
the third year; cottonseed meal, 1-1-4; soy- 
bean oil meal, 4-3-3; linseed meal, 3-4-5; 
tankage, 6-6-2; peanut oil meal, 5-5-6. The 
rank of these protein supplements based up- 
on an average for the three tests was: (1) 
Corn gluten meal, (2) Cottonseed meal, (3) 
Soybean oil meal, (4) Linseed meal, (5) 
Tankage, (6) Peanut oil meal. 


On the basis of the average of the three 
tests gain and cost of gain were practically © 
the same in the lots fed corn gluten meal § 
and cottonseed meal. Both produced more 
gain and cheaper gain than any of the oth- 
er protein supplemental feeds fed at the 
rate of one pound per head daily. 

Each year the cost of gain was highest | 
and two out of three years the gains were 
lowest in the lots fed tankage as a protein 
supplement. Tankage seems to be less de- 
sirable as a protein supplement in calf win- 
tering rations than in calf fattening rations. 

The alfalfa hay fed in these tests was 
produced on the Hays Station. It was run 
through a hammer mill with all screens re- 
moved and fed with the silage. 

The guaranteed protein content of the 
manufactured feeds fed was: Co‘tonseed 
meal, 43%; linseed meal, 37%; soy ean oil 
meal, 41%; peanut oil meal, 45%; corn glu- 
ten meal, 43%; tankage, 60%; ard bran, 
15.5%.

erdeen-Angus and the start for another reg- 
istered breeding herd in New York. Later 
on in the auction they secured Briarcliff 
Enzora 3d and then called it a day. 


Our next meeting was a day at Eastern 
States Exposition, when they attended the 
show of Aberdeen-Angus.

bronze medal made one-third life size, a 
copy of which was presented to your hum-
